This study of the increase In the val-

values in those instances which were 
recorded ranged from (S3 per cent to 
SO per cent iu Spottsylvania county, 
Va. ; from tJ8 to 194 in Dinwiddle coun- 
ty, Va.; 70 to SO in Lee county, Va.; 
lio to 100 in Wise county. Va.; 9 to 11-1 
in Franklin county, N. Y.; o0 to 100 
iu Dallas county. Ala.; '2o to 50 in 
Lauderdale county. Miss., and from oO 
to 100 in Manatee county, Fla. The es- 
timates of increase wore based for the 
most part upon the territory within a 
distance of one mile on each side of 
the roads improved. 

In Spottsylvania county a careful rec- 
ord was made in 19J0 of thirty-five 
farms located on the road selected for 
improvement. Of the seven farms sold 
in 1912 the prices actually paid show- 
increases of from 37 to 110 per cent 
over the 1910 valuation. The average 
value after the roads were improved 
was $2S.20 per acre as compared with 
$17.31 previous to the improvement. 
In 1013 four transfers of farm land 
were on the basis of $30.11 per acre, 
whereas the properties were listed in 
1910 at only $13.80 per acre. It ap- 
pears that the 1,451 acres sold in 1014 
increased in value $2S,.j00, or SO per 
cent, or from $24.4G to $44.10 per acre. 

In Dinwiddie county. Va., the actual 
price of forty-three farms sold or of- 
fered for sale from 1000 to 101 1 ranged 
in price from SS.3S to $43.74 per acre 
before the roads were built and from 
$24.70 to $73.00 per acre after the roads 
were improved. 

In Lee comity, Va., a study of eight 
tracts along the roads before and after 
Improvement indicated that these prop- 
erties increased about 23 per acre, or 
about 70 per cent. 

In Wise county. Va., a study of eight 
representative farms located on roads 
showed that they increased in value 
from an average of $40.00 per acre be- 
fore improvement to $70.44 after the 
roads were improved. There were in- 1 
creases in valuation in other sections I 
of from $G0 to $00 or even $100 per | 
acre. 

In Franklin county. X. V.. tUe figures j 
seem to indicate that the change from 
earth, sandy and loam roads to bitumi- | 
uoub macadam was followed by in- j 
creases averaging $12.50 per acre, or 
about 30.7 per cent. 

In Dallas county, Ala., careful in- 
vestigation seemed to indicate that 
road improvement has added at least 
$5 to each acre of land within a half 
mile of improved roads. Tracts sold 
at from $3 to $10 per acre were sold 
again after road Improvement at from 
$■^0 «r.'.-i per acre. 

In Lauderdale c omity. Miss., the tot;.! 
assessed valuation of real property 
outside or the city was $2.i»»7..'>10. This 
increased in 191 1 after road improya- 
ment to $3,183,800, or 1.1.4 percent. 

In Manatee county. I la., careful 
study of sales and real estate records 
indicated that Ihe improvement of 
roads has added from 15 to luo per 
cent, or at least $15 per acre, to the 
Kfdjipg price of all lauds within one- 
half mile of improved roads. This 
would give a foiaj of $u't 1,000. or more 
than twice the value the bonds is- 
sued.

HOP HEARTS SEDAN. — Take as 
many lamb rib chops as are re- 
quired to allow two to a portion. 
Strip them of fat aud bone (throw the 
bones into tiie stock pot) and 1 saute 
them in butter -to which the juice of 
an onion has been added. When done 
lay each on a toast round and pour 
over them a little highly seasoned 
smooth tomato sauce. Place an olive 
curl on top of each aud serve hot. 
Mashed potato, made rich and creamy, 
witli a cupful oC smooth apple sauce 
beaten into it is very good to serve with ! 
the chops. 

Turkey Patties.— For the filling: One 
cupful of diced cold turkey, one table- 
spoonful of butter, one tables poonful ! 
of Hour, one cupful of stock or milk, 
dash of cayenne pepper and salt to 
taste. Rul) the flour and butter to- | 
gether over the lire, add the stock or 
milk gradually and stir until smooth, 
then add the seasoning and the diced 
turkey. For the shells: One aud one- 
half cupfuls of flour, two teasjioonfuls j 
of baking powder, one-half cupful of ■ 
shortening, pinch of salt and enough 
ice water to moisten. Sift the flour, 
baking powder and salt together, work 
in the shortening with the buyers or a 
plated knife until 'flaky, stir in the wa- 
ter gradually to make a yood biscuit 
dough, roll out thin and line the bottom 
and sides of gem tins. Fill with the 
creamed turkey and bake in a moder- 
ate oven for ten or fifteen minutes. 
Another way is 'to cut the dough with 
a biscuit cutter and bake the biscuits 
until done. Lift off the top and remove 
part of the center. Put in the fitting 
and replace the ton. These can be serv- 
ed at once i? the sauce is kept very hot.

Lik< .vise if corn is 
worth SO cents per bushel, .vheat is 
worth $1.03 a bushel as hog peed. 

It has been further, shown that pork 
may be produced mi re , heaply by 
adding a small amount inkage to 
a mixture of corn and wdieat than by 
feeding these feeds Without such u 
supplement. 
For example, th cost of producing 
^\W^^atiIZ\^^^ ■ 100 pounds of pork wit k corn and tank- 
age was GO cents '.ess than when corn 
alone was used. This would mean an 
additional profit to i!ie producer of 
$100 or more on each carload of bogs 
fed. 



JUST SWEETMEATS. 

iRUIT SQUARES. — One-half cup- 
ful chopped walnuts, one-fourth 



brown sugar, three-fourths cupful wa- 
ter, one-half whit* of egg. Mix the 
sugar and water ami stir weil before 
putting on the lire: allow to boil until 
a little dropped in ice water hardens, 
then pour on the white of egg. which 
should be beaten quite stiff, and add 
the nuts and figs very gradually. Pour 
into a buttered dish and cut into 
squares when cold. Roil the squares 
in powdered sugar before packing be- 
tween layers of paraffin paper. 

Nut Kisses.— Beat the while of an 
egg to a stiff, almost dry froth, fold in 
a cupful of powdered sugar and a. half 
cupful of chopped nuts. Drop by small 
spoonfuls on a buttered tin and bake 
until a light brown in a moderate oven. 

Ginger Nuts.— One-half cupful melted 
butter, one and one-half cupfuls mo- 
lasses, one-half cupful sour milk, three 
cupfuls flour, one egg, four teaspoon- 
jfuls ginger, one teaspoon ful sod;i. Dis- 
solve the soda in the milk, mix all the 
ingredients in the order given and 
drop from a spoon on to buttered bak- 
ing tins. Rake in quick oven. 

Cream Peppermints.— Onp and ope 
half pounds sugar, one pint water, one- 
quarter pound butter, twenty drops oil 
of peppermint, green vegetable color- 
ing. Put the butter, sugar and water 
together into a saucepan and cook 
without stirring until it comes to a 
bard ball when dropped into water: 
then add the flavoring and pour out uu 
to a slab or china dish. Add the color- 
ing, and when cool enough to handle 
pull until light and roll into a long 
piece about an inch in diameter. Gnt 
off 'mo litilu lozenges or into i iii>'w-2. 
whichever you prefer; put into a tin 
box and leave for at least eight hours 
befors using.

Ii tie treatment physicians often 
resort to transfusion of blood, but 
that fe'dom brings more that a tem- 
porajy improvement. In some cases 
they give arsenic apparently with 
good effect, but the one remedy- 
that seems to offer the greatest 
promise is radium injected into the 
veins. That, however, has been 
lsed in so few cases that it is im 
jossibli to say whether or not it is 
really curative.

Colorado Agricultural College Expert 
Makes Trip Through Mountains 
and Comments Thereon. 

(By E. B. HOUSE, Colorado Agricultural 
College. Fort Collins. Colo.) 
Huviug just returned from :i trip 
into the mountains over the worst of 
ro;i<ls, a comment or two yliould n«»t 
be out of place :il this time. 

First. The road builder has followed 
the lines of "least resistance" and has 
given grades as steep as 20 per rent. 

Second. He has made no provision 
for talcing care of the rainwater fall- 
ins upon or coming to these steep 
grades. 

Result. — The road proceeds to "wash 
out" whenever a heavy shower strikes 
that section. 

Remedy. — Whenever a road is huilt 
on a steep grade broad, shallow ditches 



Wasteful and Conflicting Regulation* 
Hamper Railroad Credit. While Ad- 
vance In Labor and Materials Out- 
strips Revenues, Chairman Krutt- 
schnitt Tells Congress Committee. 
Unified Federal Control Will Improve 
Conditions. 

Washington. April 2.— The condition 
in which the railroads lind themselves 
ns a result of constant increases in 
wages, prices of material, taxes and 
other expenses, while their revenues 
are restricted by legislation, was strik- 
ingly described by Julius Kruttschnitt. 
Chairman of the Executive Committee 
of the Southern I'acilic Company, in 
his testimony during tho past few days 
before the Joint Congressional Com- 
mittee on Interstate Commerce, which 
is making a study of the question of 
railroad regulation. Mr. Kmttschnltt 
urged the committee to recommend a 
plan of regulation which will center 
responsibility for regulation and Its 
results In the federal government, so 
that conditions affecting both expenses 
and revenues may he made subject to 
a uniform policy instead of the waste- 
ful and often conflicting policies in- 
volved In the system of combined state 
and federal regulation. 

Why Roads Need More Money. 
Mr Kruttschnitt s testimony also had 
a bearing on the reasons for the appli- 
cation of t!:e roads to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission for a general 
BdMuice In freigbt rates. He showed 
that while the price of transportation 
has declined in recent years, the cost 
of producing transportation, like the 
cost of almost everything else, l as rap- 
idly advanced. This he illustrated by 
showing that If freight and passenger 
rates had increased during the past 
twenty years in the same proportion as 
average commodity prices the railroads 
of the United States would have re- 
ceived $1.1154.000.000 more for trans- 
portation in 1015 than they did receive. 

This saving to the public was effect- 
ed, in spite of an increase of 93 per 
cent in the cost of operation of trains, 
by a reduction in the average passen- 
ger rate per mile from 2.04 cents in 
181*5 to 1.08 cents in 1915. a decrease 
of 3 per 'Cent, and by a reduction hi the 
average freight rate per ton mile from 
8.30 mills In 1895 to 7.3 mills in 1915. or 
13 per cent. During the same period

should be built at right angles to 
the road in such a manner that the 
water coining down the road to them 
will he caught and passed to the side 
and away from the road.

age price of 34(5 commodities enumer- 
ated in a bulletin of the Department of 
Agriculture increased 115 per cent. 
Transportation is practically the only 
commodity in general use that has not 
increased tremendously In price during 
the past twenty years, freight and pas 
genger charges being lower than the\ 
were twenty years ago. 

Big Saving to Public, 
if rates had risen proportionately to 
the increase in the cost of other arti- 
cles >'»£ ordinary use, Mr. Kruttschnitt 
told the committee, the average pas- 
senger rate in 1 915 would have been 
2.95 cents a mile, or 50 per cent higher 
than it was, and tbe average freight 
rate would have been 1.21 ceiitc or HU 
per cent higher than it was. The sav- 
ing to the public in passenger fares 
through this difference was $314,000, 
000 and in freight rates $1,340,000,000. 

Universal railroad bankruptcy under 
this reduction in rates and increased 
cost of operation, he said, was avoided 
only by heavy expenditures to obtain 
Increased efficiency In train movement, 
making it possible to haul more tons of 
freight per locomotive. This had re- 
duced the average cost of hauling a 
ton of freight, but the decline in the 
average freight rate had reduced the 
net revenue of the roads from mo'u tor. 
hauled. If the operating costs of the 
railroads, including the prices of coal, 
labor and material, continue to ad 
vance at the present rate n lot of rail 
roads will be in the hands of receivings 
by 1918 unless some relief is afforded. 
Mr. Kruttschnitt told the committee 

■'Qwing to the rise of commodity 
prices," he said, "tbe purchasing power 
of the dflliur has fallen 55 per cent and 
the railroad's? are in the position of be- 
ing compelled' b.v law to accept pay- 
ment for their sfiavire to the publie in 
currency worth 4,"> cents on the dollar 
Public's Chief Interest. 

"The public's greatest interest is in 
adequate transportation facilities and 
not so much in low rates. As to most 
commodities freigbt rates form a very 
small proportion of their cost. Ex- 
cluding low grade commodities, tbe 
percentage of the freight rate to tin- 
cost it* so slight as to offer no justlfl'-n 
tion for any substantial increase in 
prices to the consumer. It may be 
stated with little fear of contradiction 
that the consumer seldom, if ever, 
profits from a lowering of frejgbt rates 

"Extortionate charges are a thing of 
the p»:st, and under tbe attempt *o cut 
rates to their lowesl possible ih'ijre 
the interest t>f the whole public !.. the 
character ami standard of transporta- 
tion is subordinated to the interest of 
that part of the pui/Uc only that profits 
by lower rat?s— that is to say. the ship- 
pers and their agents and not the gen 
♦ ral public, tbe ultima!*; consumer-" 



Keeping Roadways in Economi- 
cal Repair. 

The use of the road drag is im- 
portant In putting tho roads in good 
shape for wti.ter use. There are over 
2 00O.000 miles of earth roads in the 
cc, intry, and the split-log drag is of 
great service in keeping them in eco- 
nomical repair. The drag is used in 
many states and in foreign countries. 
It is used with two, three, or four 
horses, and is easily constructed. 

Brags are often constructed of 
planks instead of logs. Tho plank 
should ho strengthened along the mid- 
dle line by a 2 by 0-inch strip. A tri- 
angular Strip may he used under the 
lower edge of the blade to give the 
proper cutting slope. 

Usually two horses aro enough to 
pull a drag over an ordinary earth 
road. The team should bo driven 
with one horse on cither side of the 
right-hand wheel track the full length 
of the portion to ho dragged and tho 
return made over the other half of

the roadway. The object of this treat- 
ment is to move earth toward the cen 
ter of the roadway and raise it gradu- 
ally above the surrounding level. 
While this is being accomplished all 
gsndboles and ruts will be filled, into 
which traffic will pack the fresh 
earth.
